Word  was  received  Thursday 
morning  that  the  Honorable  John 
C.  Culver,  U.  S.  congressman 
from  the  Second  District  of  Iowa, 
will  be  on  campus  to  deliver  Fri¬ 
day  evening’s  keynote  address. 

Culver,  33,  received  his  A.  B. 
(cum  laude)  and  LL.  B.  degrees 
from  Harvard.  He  was  the  Lionel 
de  Jersey  Harvard  scholar  at 
Emmanuel  College,  Cambridge 
University,  and  was  later  dean  of 
men  at  the  1960  Harvard  summer 
school. 

Probably  of  most  interest  to 
students  is  Congressman  Cul¬ 
ver’s  strong  friendship  with  the 
Kennedys,  serving  as  Senator 
Robert  Kennedy’s  legislative  as¬ 
sistant  from  1962-1963. 

Elected  to  Congress  Novem¬ 
ber  3,  1964,  Culver  is  noted  for 
his  speaking  ability  and  great  ap¬ 
peal  to  college-age  youth.

Soph  Candidacy 
Is  Discussed 

To  the  Editor: 

On  Tuesday,  April  5,  the  Wart¬ 
burg  student  body  will  again  be 
presented  with  an  amendment 
permitting  sophomores  to  run  for 
student  body  offices. 

The  only  difference  between 
this  one  and  the  one  presented 
two  weeks  ago  is  that  the  one  to 
be  considered  this  coming  Tues¬ 
day  prohibits  sophomores  from 
seeking  the  office  of  the  Student 
Body  President. 

There  are  two  reasons  for 
making  this  change.  The  first 
is  that  many  people  feel  that 
permitting  sophomores  to  run  for 
the  office  lowers  its  prestige. 

Secondly,  a  sophomore  having 
only  two  years  of  college  experi¬ 
ence  does  not  have  as  broad  an 
outlook  on  college  life  as  does  a 
junior.  It  is  felt  that  considera¬ 
tion  of  these  two  items  resulted 
in  the  defeat  of  the  original 
amendment  by  a  vote  of  56- 
106. 

I  believe  that  it  is  worthwhile 
to  note  that  the  original  amend¬ 
ment  permitting  sophomores  to 
run  for  the  student  body  presi¬ 
dency  along  with  the  rest  of  the 
student  body  offices  squeaked  by 
Student  Senate  by  a  vote  of  nine 
favoring,  six  opposing  and  three 
abstaining. 

The  modified  proposal  passed 
by  the  overwhelming  majority 
of  14  favoring  and  3  opposed 
last  Monday  night. 

I  hope  that  you  will  give  this 
amendment  considerable  thought 
and  that  you  will  vote  YES  this 
coming  Tuesday.

These  will  accompany 
the  Keynote  address,  caucusing, 
roll  calls  and  demonstrations  as 
other  points  to  watch. 

Besides  increasing  the  interest 
of  students  in  the  student  body 
elections,  the  convention  should 
help  to  clarify  the  issues  of  the 
campaign  and  to  emphasize  them 
for  a  significant  element  of  the 
student  body.

Convo  Review:  Woodruff’s 
Speech  Dull 

Whistler’s  Mother  was  dull, 
too! 

How  many  speakers  have  been 
exciting  and  motivated  the  con¬ 
vocation  audience  to  remain 
awake,  alert  and  attentive? 

Thus  far  in  the  school  year  of 
1965  -  66  I  can  name  two, 
definitely,  and  another  handful 
came  close  to  the  point  of  penetra¬ 
tion.  Professor  Baetke  filled  the 
seats  with  laughter  with  his  satire 
on  covocation  and  the  speaker  on 
language  and  semantics  could 
well  have  been  an  actor. 

Speech  Is  Organized 

Dr.  A.  Bond  Woodruff  is  not  a 
campaign  speech  -  maker  for 
political  office.  His  speech  was 
well  organized  and  fluently  de¬ 
livered.  The  position  as  Head  of 
the  Psychology  Department  at 
Northern  Illinois  University 
doesn’t  require  acting  ability  as 
a  prerequisite. 

Dr.  Woodruff  had  the  opinion 
that  he  was  addressing  a  group 
of  intelligent  people,  and  he  did 
not  perceive  the  necessity  to 
structure  his  message  to  a  lower 
framework  of  what  should  have 
been  a  previous  foundational 
level. 

He  is  accustomed  to  speaking 
to  people  eager  to  enrich  their 
learning  faculties.  Apparently 


this  idea  is  not  fitting  to  the 
Wartburg  campus. 

Thoughts  Provoked 

Point  (1)  of  Woodruff’s  speech 
to  inform  should  have  been  enough 
food  for  thought.  (1)  An  under¬ 
standing  of  man  living  in  a  mean¬ 
ingful  relationship  with  the  law. 

I  was  wrong  after  observing 
the  response  to  this  point.  I  sur¬ 
mise  that  this  is  only  a  dull 
subject  not  worth  the  merit  of 
using  the  cerebrum  for  a  meager 
bit  of  thought.  After  all,  this  idea 
will  only  be  a  major  factor  for 
the  rest  of  our  lives. 

Warmth  Is  Shown 

Dr.  Woodruff  opened  his 
address  with  warm  statements  of 
interest  in  Wartburg  College,  and 
after  he  departed  to  Illinois  the 
man  was  criticized  by  a  student 
who  knows  little  of  nothing  about 
psychology. 

Poor  taste  and  disrespect  was 
not  only  shown  to  Dr.  Woodruff, 
but  also  to  his  close  friend,  Dr. 
Hanawalt,  and  Dr.  Fruehling  for 
having  sent  the  invitation  for 
Woodruff’s  visit. 

The  entire  psychology  depart¬ 
ment  took  a  decisive  blow  from 
an  outsider,  a  stranger  to  the 
Psychology-Science  Annex.
